Possible Federally 
Supported Programs,-For 
Intermediate Districts © 


The Michigan Legislature is’ at 
present working on legislation. to 
enable the State of Michigan to 
receive federal support from: the 
Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act of 1965, and on legis- 
‘ation which would propose a plan 
for distribution of such support. 
Intermediate School Districts are 
being considered in the plan for 
distribution. 

Some of the areas which might 
be developed by intermediate 
districts from federally-supported 
programs are: 

Inservice training for teachers; 
Supervisory personnel and special- 
ists for improvement of instruction 
and to provide related pupil ser- 
vices; Institutes for training tea- 
chers in special skills; Curriculum 
materials centers; Special classes 
for physically handicapped, disturb- 
ed, and socially maladjusted child- 
ren; Remedial programs; Instruct- 
ional media centers to provide 
modern’ equipment and materials; 
Special audio-visual materials for 
disadvantaged children; Programs 
for early identification and pre- 


Crawford County Avalanche 
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vention of dropouts; Increased 
guidance services; Vocational edu- 
cation - area vocational centers; 
Supplemental health services; And 

many others. 

IN ADDITION to programs cur- 
rently available under the National 
Defense Education Act (and Titles 
1, 2, 3, 4 and 5 would provide aid 
for such an intermediate district) 
the new 1965 Act would provide 
approximately $238,000 to the new 
consolidated intermediaté district. 
Such a consolidation would bring 
additional state funds for similar 


‘support of these programs. 


An election to decide on consoli- 
dation of the Ogemaw, Crawford 
Roscomman and Oscoda_ school 
districts is to be held June 14th.
